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An Account of the Proceedings of His 
Majeities Army in Scotland, &c: 


Edinburgh, June 18, 


Furſday at Noon, We have an account this day that 
the late Eari of Argile, upon the notice he had of the 
arrival of his Majeſties Ships, had reſolved to cauſe 
his Ships and Boats to Sail into Lochfyne, but being detained 
by cantrary winds, his Majeſties Ships, the Xing- Fiſher and 
Faulcon came up to the entrance of Lochrowan, where the 
Rebels Ships lay, by which they were ſo diſcouraged, that lay- 
ing aſide the deſign of ſailing into Zechfyne, they began upon 
the xoth. inſtant to fortifie a little Caſtle called E//ergreg, and 
a Rock that lies near to it in a little Iſland, for ſecuring their 
Ships in Lochrowan, which done, himſelf marched away to» 
wards the head of Lochfyne, leaving 150 men for the guard 
of the Ships, having firſt put his Cannon, Arms and Ammu- 
nition into the Caſtle. Upon the 112h. a party of his Majes 
ſties Forces, under the Command of the Marquiſs of Azhe!, 
conſiſting of 300 Foot, encountred a party of the Rebels of 
400 Foot, and 8 Horſe, and defeated them ; ſome of the 
Rebels being killed upon the place, ſeveral wounded, and 
ſame of their Horſes and Arms taken ; upon which they 
marched back to E/leygreg, where they continued ontil the 
15th. at which time the Rebels having paſſed Lochlox7, mavz 
ched towards the Lenox in the Shire of Dumbartov, The 
ſame day his Majeſtics Ships came up to. the Caſtles, w here 
the Rebels Arms and Ammunition ſtill ſtay, with a refolurion 
to batrer it, and to deſtroy their Ships ; but wan We tirinz 
of the firſt Gun two' men came off in-a Boat ;xyatb nf whit: 
Flag, and rold them they might fave their_Jabqur, for.thEre 
were none to oppoſe them, all the Rebels kaving fled; where:

upon they ſent a Boat on ſhore, and finding it to be ſo, took 
polleſlion of the Caitie, Ships and Boats, wath all the Arms, 
Ammunition, Cannon, &c. A particular account whereof 
cannot be given at preteat, but what are aiready found, do 
amount to 5000 Arms, 500 barre!s of Powder, with Ball and 
other Stores in proportion, beſides the Cannon, ſome where- 
of are mounted, and others ſunk, though eaſily recoverable. 
The Rebels had a deſign to blow up the Powder, but it was 
prevented. On the 162h. they marched by the head of Gazrs 
lacb towards the Fords of the River Levin, betwixt Lochles 
rond, and the Town of Lumbarton On the 172h. in the morn- 


ing the Earl of Dambarton, having an account of their paſſing 


that River, and of their being entred into the Shire of Dam- 
Larton, ſent 3 Troops of Dragoons to prevent their croſling 
the River Clyde, under the Command of the Lord Charles 
Marray their Lieut:nant Colonel, whi'e the Earl of Dumbar- 
fon, with the Army under his Command is marching with 
with all diligence from G/aſcow towards the Reb?zls, who are 
about 12 miles diſtant, to attack them. The Rebels have 
the River of Clyde on the right hand (guarded by the afore- 
mentioned Dragoons, and the Troops of that Countrez) the 
Duke of Gordon on their left, and the Marquiſs of Athol in 
their Rear: 

An Expreſs from the Marquiſs of Atho! does inform us, 
that he met conſiderable numbers of the Rebels deſerting,nor 
only for fear, but alſo for hunger, having no ſort of proviſi- 
ons : On the other part, the Noblemen and Gentlemen now 
in Arms for his Majeſt:es ſervice, ſhew great zeal and for- 
wardnefs, and when any of them are ſent home (cheir atten- 
dance being judged unneceſſary) they repine to be deprived 
of the Honour to ſerve his Majeſty upon this occaſion. 

We have juſt now received Letters from the Borders, afſu- 
ring us, that all is in perfe& Peace there, both on the Scotch 

Englifh fide. 
Edinburgh, June 19. This morning arrived an Expreſs with 


an account, That the Earl of Dambartor, _: * * 
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chief of His Majeſties Forces A this Kingdom, having notice 
that the Rebels had paſſed the ,River Zevin above | umbar» 
tou, marched trom Glaſcow the 17th very early in the morn- 
ing atrer them, they taking their way towards Szer/ing, and' 
overtook them in the Pariſh of X;Zerze The Horte and 
Dragoons kept up the Rebels till the Foot arrived, bur thev 
were poſted in ſo ſtrong a Ground, and it was fo late 4a the 
evening, that it was not thought fit then to attacque them, 
ſo the Kings Army ſtood in batalia all night, to be ready ſo 
ſoon as day light appearcd to fall upon them, but the Rebels 
with great ſilence marched off in the night rowards the Rt 
ver Clyde, which they ſwam with their Horſe, and carricd 
over their Foot in Boats near a Village called Xi/patrick, and 
ſo got without mre? refiſtance into Renfrew; The Kings 
Army miſſing the Rebels in the morning, marched with all 
diligence to Glaſcow, where, aſter they had reſted two hours, 
the Earl of Dun:6artou with the Horſe and Dragoons march- 
ed after thm, leaving the Foot to follow with all the haſte 
they could make. 
Edinburgh, June 21: On the 17th the Rebe's in the night 
paſſed the River Clyde, ſeveral having run away in the dark. 
At Renfrew Sir Fohn Cecehran undertook to provide Gvuides to 
carry them ſafe to Ga/oway ; but they miſtaking their way, 
carried them into a Bog,where having loſt their horſes & bags 
gage, the Foot diſperſed into ſmall parties, whereupon the 
Earl of Dumbarton likewiſe divided the Kings Forces to pur- 
ſue them. The late Earl of Argyle returned towards Clyde, 
and was fallen upon by two of Greinocks Servants, but would 
not yield, firing at them when-they called to him : He re- 
ceived a wound in the Head : upon which; not truſting Lis 
Horſe, he alighted and run into the water : The Noiſe 
brought out a Countryman, who run into the water after 
him , where he was almoſh up to the neck:. He preſented 
his Piſtol to the Countryman, but it mis-ſerved, upon which 
the Countryman gave him a wound in the Head, which 


ſtunn'd him ſo as he fell, and in the falling call'd out, ®/»fer- 
tunate 


ztunate Argyle ; before he recover'd they took him, and car- 
ried him to their Commander. A Party of 40 Horſe com- 
manded by the Lord Roſs, with as many Dragoons com» 
manded by Captain C/z/and, fell upon a party of the ſtouteſt 
of the Rebels, commanded by Sir John Cochran, who had 
taken the way to the Sea; as the Kings Officers came 
up to them, they poſted themſelves within a ſmall Incloſure, 
in which they were covered Breaſt high ; notwithſtanding 
whereof, the Lord Roſs Charged them 3 but the ground be« 
ing too ſtrong for the Horſe, and the Captain of the Dras 
goons being killed in the coming up, the Lord Roſs ſlightly 
wounded, Sir Adam Blair ſhot — the Neck, and Sir 
William Wallace nf Craigie ſhot in the fide, before the Dra- 
goons had time to come up onfoot the Rebels had got into 
a Wood juſt behind the Incloſure; which the Kings Forces 
had fo beſet, that the taking of all of them is not doubted, 
A Party of five of the Earl of Arrans Militia of Cled/dale took 
Rumbold the Malſter, and his Man, who tought deſperately, 
killing one Militia*zman upon the placez Rumbold is wound- 
ed, but they think not mortally; and one Colonel 4y/oF and 
about 200 more are already brought in Priſoners to E/aſcow, 
and there are more coming in from Parties who are ſtill a« 
broad in purſuit of the Rebels; and there is no doubt a good 
account will be given of them all. The Earl of Dumbarton

ſerve the motions on the Borders, whilſt 3000 Highlanders 
are ordered into the Welt, to ſecure that Country and to 
ſearch our the lurking holes the Rebels lie hid in. Juſt now 
the late Earl of Argile is brought hither from Glaſcow by the 
Water:Gate, all the way to the Caſtle being guarded by His 
Majefties Company in this City, having his hands bound be. 
hind him, bare headed, and the Hangman going before him; 
he is now Priſoner in the Caſtle ; Colonel 4y/of, who ſhould 
have been brought with him, the night betore he ſhould 
have come from Glaſcow, ript his own Belly with a Penknife, 
lo that hus recovery is deſpaired of,

that my Lord Churchil, having upon his arrival there 
with his Majeſties Forces under his Command, ſent out Lieus« 
tenant Monaux with twenty commanded men, and a Quarter- 
maſter of the Earl of Oxfords Regiment,they came up within 
two miles of Taunton, with a party of the Rebels of the fame 
number, and charging them, killed 12 of them upon the place, 
and wounded moſt of the reſt, and then perceiving another 
party of the Rebels, they retired. Lieutenant Monanx was 
ſhot in the head, ſo that he cannot live, and three of his men 
were wounded ; this party of the Rebels were very well Ar- 
med, being their beſt men. 

We are informed that the Rebels are between 7aunton and 
Bridgewater. His Majeſties Forces commanded by the Earl 
of Fever/ham, are marching towards them, and we doubt not 
to have in few days a very good account of them. 

June 2.4, The Rebels,according to the laſt account, were about 
C44 ty ; My" Lord Charchi# obferving them 
with part of the Kings Forces, he ſent out rhe 22th inſtant 
a party of 40 Horſe from Langport, who met a Squadron of 
the Rebels of double the number and beat them into their 
Camp, The Duke of Albemarle, who hath put the Compa- 
nies Into Lime, was with the Militia of Devon at Wellington 
about five miles fgyom Taunton. The Duke of Somerſet was 
with the Militia of thiir County 'at Barh. The Duke of 
Beaufort with the Militia of Glouceſterſhire and ſome of the 
adjacent Counties at Brifto}, where all things were in a very 
good poſture, and the Inhabitants very forward and zealous 
to expreſs their Loyalty to His Majeſty. The Earl of Fe- 
verſham, Lieutenant-General of His Majeſties Forces, arrived 
on Monday laſt with a detachement of His Majeſties Horſe- 
Guards, of the Granadiers, of the Earl of Oxfords Regiment, 
and of the Dragoons, at Chippenham, where the Earl of
